** He was followed by Aldermen Meigs and Dibblee in favor, and 
by Ald. Sharpe, Jeremiah, and Palmer against the appropriation 
proposed in this resolution. The question being then put, there 
was a tie, and the President gave his caating vote in favor of the re- 
solution." 

The following is an extract from the proceedings of the 


Board of Assistants, on the 21st Nov. 1831 : 


“ The Board, in committee of the whole, took up the report on the 
subject of appropriating a portion of the School Fund tothe Catholic 
Orphan Asylum, which had passed the Board of Aldermen. The 
report wasin opposition to the one passed in the other House ; and, 
afters long debate, was non concurred io, when the Committee rose. 

* The Board then took up the ordinances as passed in the Board 
of Aldermen. Mr. Mandeville offered an amendment, that all the 
Society Schools participate inthe school funds. A motion to lay 
the amendment on the table was lost, and the amendment rejected. 
The report as it came from the Board of Aldermen was then con- 
6urred in, 7 to 5.”

Early Commerce of the United States.—During the first thirty 
years of the colony of Virginia, the exports were confined to to 
In a short time a trade was opened with the frontier Indians 
The skins of the deer, elk, and buffalo, and 
the furs of the otter, hare, fox, muskrat, and beaver, were procured 
for rum, hatchets, blankets, &c. These were exported. English 
grain aod Indian corn werealsoexported. Although the Virginians 
owned a few vessels, the great bulk of trade was carried on by En- 
glish vessels during this period. The Virginians also carried on 
some trade with Canada. 


The principal article of export from New England, during this | 


period, was poultry, which was procured of the Indians for goods of 
small value. In 1639, a fishing trade was begun at Cape Ann, and 
in 1641 three hundred thousand codfish were sent to market.

NORFOLK, April 3.—Six seamen arrived in tow 
evening last from Elizabeth city, N.C. from whom the followin 
particulars are obtained :—They state that they were part of the 
crew of the ship Meridian, of New York, which sailed from Charles- 
ton on the 18th of March, bound to Trieste, laden with cotten and 
rice, and commanded by Capt. Curtis; onthe night of the 20th, the 
ship sprung a leak, which gained so rapidly that,although the utmost 
exertions were made at the pumps, there was found to be seven fect 
| water in the hold on the 224, and the leak still increasing, Capt. 
Curtis gave up.all hope of getting the ship into port, (for which pur- 
pose he had been steering tor the Capes of Virginia) and as the only 
chance of saving the lives of those on board, concluded to run her 
on shore, and she was accordingly run on upon the sand beach 15 
miles to the northward of Cape Hatteras, a little after sunset on the 
23d, when the captain and crew succeeded with some difficulty in 
effecting alanding. A heavy gale of wind springing up during the 
night, the ship went entirely to pieces, and about 600 bales of cotton 
drifted on shore, together with the foremast, which had been pre- 
viously cut away. The crew, nine in number, left the wreck on 
Saturday morning last for Elizabeth City, where they arrived the 
same night. Capt. Curtis and the mate remained on the beach with 
the property.

ITHACUS TO THE EDITOR, No. III. 

Mr. Editor—The Georgia and Indian question 1s now making 
much noise. The decision of the Federal Court produces much 
speculation, and some uneasiness is felt at the future course of 
Georgia, and of the President, in case Georgia disregards that deci- 
sion. For myself I have no fears. Georgia will probubly refuse to 
obey and the matter will sleep. 

It is a pity, sir, questions of this nature cannot be settled by the 
rule of justice, rather than by that vague, uncertain rule, called the 
law of nations. Between Georgia and the Indians within the ter- 
ritory, the United States government cannot interfere without the 
consent of Georgia. Tome it is settled that Georgia is sovereign in 
her own limits ; but it is a question where her limits should be fix- 
ed. By what is termed the laws of nations, her jurisdiction over 
the Indian territory is the same as that vested in the crown of Eng- 
land. And this was all the rights of sovereignty which may be ex- 
ercised by any state, so far as other nations were concerned, but 
none so far asthe Indians themselves were concerned. The king 
of England was sovereign over that part of this country which he 
claimed, in contradiction to France or Spain, or any other European 
nation ; but it was never pretended that the Indians were his sub- 
jects. He treated them as independent nations so far as respected 
themselves, and the grants of land he gave were subject to Indian 
occupancy, and the grantees were required to extinguish the Iodian 
claims. ‘This is evident from the fact, that treaties were made with 
the Indians and their lands were obtained by cession. 

Now, the territory of Georgia, previous to the Federal constitu- 
tion, was two fold that which she claimed, and that which she actu- 
ally possessed. She claimed to the Mississippi. She actually pos- 
sessed only to the line separating her from the Indian territory, 
Now, what was the nature.of her rights over the territory beyond 
that line? The same as was vested in the crown of England—com- 
plete soverienty in opposition to all other states, none so far as the 
Indians were concerned. She had the presumptive right to the svil 
whenever the Indians should be disposed to sell it, and all the usual 
rights of government, so far as any people except the Indians, should 
be concerned. Georgia had the seizure in fee of the soil, subject to 
Indian occupancy ; but over the Indians possessing she had no juris- 
diction by right. So far then as Georgia has attempted toextend her 
laws over the Indian tribes, she has been guilty of usurpation, and 
has exceeded not only the law of justice, but the law by which she 
claims the Indian lands. 

Georgia, however, had the sole right of extinguishing the Indian 
claims, till she surrendered that right tothe United States. I be 
lieve this has never been questioned. But after Georgia had surren- 
dered this right, which | believe she did, the business belonged to 
Hence has arisen the difficulty. The United 
States are pledged to the Indians to protect them, as long as they

U. S. Bayx.—Our readers will have observed in the pro- 
ceedings of Congress the presentation of several petitions 
from State Banks in favor of the incorporation of the U. S. 
Bank, thus virtually acknowledging that they were incapa- 
ble of taking care of themselves, and needed a guardian to 
protect them. We do not think the petition of an incor- 
porated monied institution should have the least influence 
either for or against the renewal of the Bank Charter, as 
they are always actuated solely by selfish motives. The 
following extract, however, will show to what means the 
advocates of the mammoth Bank will resort to effect their 
object.

should be willing to leavethem. By a treaty made with Mac In. 
tosh and other chiefs, Georgia inferred the consent of the Indians to 
remove, and called upon the United States to fulfil its engagements. 
The [ndians refused to abide by the treaty, refusing to acknowledge 
it binding on the nation,and called upon the United States to protect 
them according to treaty. Now the United States has nothing to do 
but to extinguish the Indian claims ifthey are willing to relinquish 
their lands, or to protect ther if they choose to stay ; how far they 
can protect them I cannot say, but no farther than Georgia has given 


| tothe United States government a right to interfere. 


Such sir, I believe, is the true state of thecase. So farasit regards 
the Missionaries, I believe, in the first plaee, Georgia had jurisdic- 
tion over the Indian territory so fat as to bring under her laws all 
persons, not Indians, not belonging to the Indian nation, who might 
reside among them. The Indians are not wholly an independent 
Nation ; they are free to govern themselves, and to regulate all be- 
longing to themselves ; but not to impart this independence to any 
other people, nor to shelter the citizens of any other state under it. 

I therefore conclude Georgia had jurisdiction over the Missiona- 
ties. But, first, Lthink the law by which they were imprisoned 
was anunjustlaw. It grew out of a desire to possess the Indian 
lands, and from the fact that the Missionaries persuaded the Indians 
notto leave them. It wasan unreasonable requirement, for these 
men, being citizens of the United States, were necessarily amena. 
ble to the lawsofthe state within whose territory they resided. 1 
aleo believe the law derogatory to the United States constitution, 
in spirit if not in letter, as tending to check free emigration from 
one state to another. Ifthe Missionaries transgressed the ordinary 
laws of Georgia, Georgia might punish them; but if they merely re- 
fused to swear they would be true to her laws, they were not, in my 
opinion, very guilty. 

I offer you these remarks, as those of a plainman. They are sug. 
gested by merely looking at the case as it stands before the Ameri. 
canpeople. Therets iniquity. There is likely to be. The beat 
way is for the Indians toremove. It is the beet course for them and 
for the country. Butit isa hard case. The Indians must be tern 
from the graves of their fathers, and from all the proud recollections 
of their nation—it may well excite sympathy for them, as for right 
being overpowered by might. But I believe our government is do- 
ing all it can, constitutionally, forthem. But enough of this. 

I am pleased with the committee sent to investigate the affairs of 
the United States Bank, but regret they are so limited as to time. 
That Bank must wind upits concerns. After all, sir, what do our 
politicians mean? Arethey blind? Are they stupid? Who does 
not, or who may net, know that the Bank is entirely unconstitution- 
al? Is our constitution a dead letter? if not, how dare Congress to 
charter a company for banking, or for any other purpose? Let the 
Bank be ever so useful to the nation, be it ever so pure in its con. 
duct, it ought not to be rechartered unless the constitution of the 
United States be altered. Sir, Iam afraid of these monopolies. 
They strike a death blow to our liberties, and if the people donot 
soon put them down the worst consequences, the most fatal to liber- 
ty and to individual enterprise, may be anticipated, and ere long 
will be felt. 

Sir, is it not that term national, connected with the Bank, which 
deceives the people? Dothey not infer itis a national coneern, 
when it isthe concern of only a few individuals, who have no more 
right to banking privileges than any other individuals in the United 
States? What nonsense is given usin defence ofthe Bank! * It 
has given usa uniform currency » Where is that uniform curren- 
cy? No where inthe United States. ‘* It isa deposit for the funds 
of widows and orphans.” Indeed! who gains by this investiture of 
funds? The widows and orphans, or the Bank? I am opposed to 
all banking charters, except to banks of deposit and tranfer of 
credit. 

Iam pleased to perceive your citizens are excited at the cruel 
sentence upon W. J. Dunn. That man was tried out doors, not in 
Court. ‘There are too many such instances. Some have come un- 
der my knowledge, which I will detail as I have leisure.

By the schooner Jalapina, a friend of ours in this city has received 

the following communication, dated 
Vera Cruz, 4th March, 1832. 

At five this morning, Gen. Santa Ana entered here alone, having 
been routed by the troops of Calderon. ‘The action lasted from 7 
in the morning till 4 in the afternoon, at which hour the few remain- 
ing troops of Santa Ana were dispersed. The general has received 
a contusion in the leg. Of the whole division that left this place, 
all that have not fallen have been wounded or made prisoners ; and 
we are assured that, had the cavalry charged, not one would have 











been left to tell the tale. Landero, the second in command to San- 
ta Ana, is wounded and made prisoner; and it appears that of the 
9th and 2d regiments, not a soul remains. It is very probable that 
in two days, at the furtherest, the government troops will be here 
to dictate terms of submission in the surrender of the place. It 
creates a painful feeling in the people of Vera Cruz to witaess this 


havoc amung her sons. The action took place between Maaantial 
and Cerro Alto. 





BALTIMORE, April 9.—On Saturday morning last, a young man 
of genteel appearance stepped intoa barber's shop in this city, and 
after waiting a few minutes, the barber being engaged, he asked for 
a tumbler, which being handed him, he stepped to one corner of the 
room, drew a phial from his pocket, poured the contents into the 
tumbler, and swallowed it.

Mr. Washington, from the committee on the District of Colum- 
bia, reported a bill supplementary to an act to incorporate the trus- 
tees of the Georgetown female orphan asylum. 

The bill for the postponement of certain trials in the superior 
court of Arkansas Territory ; the bill to provide for the vaccina- 
tion of the Indian tribes, as a preventative of the sinall pox, and 
fourteen private bills were passed. 

The House resumed, in committee, the consideration of the gen- 
eral pension bill. Meesrs. Choate, Dearborn, Sutheriand, Bell, and 
Johnston of Virginia, addressed the committee, when, at the usual 
hour for ae committee rose and obtained leave to sit 
again. Adjourned.

HOW JO LIVE WITH CREDIT.“ 
_ From an article in the February numiber of the Nee Monthly, 
Wer take the subjoined emtracte on the benchits.of borrowing. It 
will well repay an attentive perusal. ? a " 
Tt has been said, and is ssid, and must ever continue to be said, 
that loans are the nee productive sources of credit. It was the 
loans of Mr. Pitt-which raised this country to the state of prosperi- 
ty which & now Tp bg in France the loans of the Ministry 
bave elevated the funds to Heaven knows what! These two exam- 
ples aresefficient to ve, as a prima 
private affairs, that the best system 
afziom:

Would you have other esamples? jook at Spain, which always 
has been, and always will be borrowing ; Portugal is similarly dis- 
poted ; Russie is always anxious for a joan, and Naples has no other 
dependence. What succeeds with a nation cannot fail with an in- 
dividual; and the truth of this is evident from the facts I am about 
to narrate, and whieh I know, from indisputable authority, (my re- 
tation, Lord. M_) gave to Pitt the idea of his celebrated scheme of 
finance. 

The memory of the interesting Schneider is stil) green in the 
valleys of Switzerland. I will relyte the tale, if it be only to re- 
move the last few scruplesin your breast (if indeed any remain) re- 
garding igane. 

Schneider wae an inhabitant of the Canton of Underwald, and 
descended from a good Swiss family. His father had been very 
forward in opposing the oligarchics of certain Cantons. This man, 
a born democrat, asserted that the Helvetic constitutions were per. 
fect fa, ves, and that it was not reasonable that the atistocracy of a 
amall canton should exist beside the democracy of another. He 
wished to see the whole united in onc, and that the laws, imposts, 
and rights of one should be commun to all; and he dreamed of some 
grand project of levelling the mountains of Switzerland with the 
social contract of Jean Jacques Rousseau. He expended a great 
deal of money on his echeme, and then died, leaving his only son 
but a volume en constitutions, handsomely bound, gilt and decora- 
ted with the arms of the different Cantons. 

The son, thus disinherited by the democracy of his father, was 
naturally well endowed, and had heen well educated: he had made 
a sort of education of the eyes, similar to that which I have descri- 

‘bed. To this he united a delightful disposition, which was certainly 
worth the 100,000/, capital of the man. comme il faut; but young 
Schneider had not this cash in hi$ pocket. As, however, he hada 
oame well known and esteemed, he was welcomed at the best hou- 
seeinthe canton. Although it was vaguely reported that his father 
had left him no fortune, yet it was not for a moment suspected that 
all he inherited was the volume on constitutions. 

The system of loans came as suddenly intothe head of Scheider 
oe did attraction to the brain of Newton; and with the holy zeal 
which is usually elicited by a new discovery, he proclaimed to the 
world that he wanted 2000 rix dollars, for which he would pay inter- 
est at five per cent. and the principal in six months. This loan rai- 
sed, his my was clear before him. His manners were so good, that 
a banker of hie acquaintance, of the firm of Frey & Co , offered him 
the assistance he required ; and he received in exchange from young 
Schneider two bills of the date agreed on, which he consigned to 
his pocket book. 

Having achieved this sum, Schneider resolvedto live honestly and 
honorably. He limited his expenses, and pretended to talk to all of 
his regulated way of life. He was thought amiable and trustwor- 
thy : his father, he said, hed bequeathed him very little; but aided 
by some trifling negociaitone he had in hand, he hoped to be able to 
make both ends meet at the end of the year. This modest and un 
assuming conduct was soon noticed, and n three months the youth 
was known throughout Underwald as the ** interesting Schneider.” 

However, the bills were coming to maturity in the pocket book of 
Frey; but two months before they were due, Schneider had recei- 
ved from another banker, the wealthy Freuler, spontaneous offers of 
service and money. Fle of course accepted them, having extended 
this loan to 3,125 rix dollars, which he thus dieposed of.

Thus successful, Schneider considered himself, henceforward, 
fand his genius was not deceived,) as master of the capitals of Swit- 
zerland; bul his ainbition did not reach to that height—he only de- 
sired to live with comfort and be useful to his country. Frey, the 
banker, bad not the least uneasiness concerning Schneider's bills; 
but the youth wus desirous of profiting by swo months which he had 
before him to place his credit upon a stable foundation, and to give 
it certain success. He went to Frey, and told him that five per cent. 
wasa heavy interest to pay; and that if he could agree with M. Frey | 
as to the immediate taking up of the bills, he would do so with 
»leasure, on having discount. ‘* Ah! ah! M. Schneider, you know 
Gastneen I see; nething is so sure as discounting one’s own paper— 
that isthe true system of banking.” ‘But if it at all interferes 
with your books’—*' Not at all; but] will accede on one condition | 
only.” ‘*Name it.” ‘*If you want moncy at any time, you must 
come to me forit.” “ Agreed.” 

Schneider had played his cards adroitly ; but he thought it pru- 
dent for some time to change his lenders, which he contrived very 
skilfully to manage, 80 as to extend his credit all over Switzerland. 
This took three years to effect, after which time he was compelled 
to refuse the offers of money made to hun—upon principle. It will 
be understood, that during these three years, he was actually 12000 
rix dollars in debt, exclusive of the interest at five percent. But 
this was nothing—his credit was established. He had limited his 
expenses at 4000 rix dollars per annum; and he calculaged that if 
he lived sixty years, he and Switzerland would be quits—at least, 
that his country would have paid him his debt of 450,000 rix dollars, | 
which, by the admirable tenor of his life, he would have repaid to 
it with usury. In fact his conduct wasexemplary. As merchant, 
(for he was a merchant as he had accounts opened wise al! the first 
houses in Switzerland,) his punctuality and exactness were extreme: | 
he kept his own books, and by Coubleentry. Every night he struck 
his balance, and carried his cash box up into his bed room. His bili 
book was a model of precision and method. He held nothing more 
sacred than his signature, which was never protested. He madea 
rigid vow never to exceed his revenue by a stiver, and he kept his 
pledge sacredly. His probity also trembled at the idea of exceeding 
the little civil list which he had drawn up for himself on his coun 
try. As a social and worthy man he was quoted in the Canton. 
He had built a delightful villa, where he hada library, dining room, 
parlour, and spare bed rooms. All the skill of Swiss horticulture 
was displayed in his garden, to which belonged » smali farm, whence 
he supplied his household wants. Asa moral character, he did good 
to all around him ; he established schools of agriculture and indus- 
try—a memorable example, which two benefactors to Switzerland 
have renewed with so mucl: success Asa religious man, Schnei- 
der fulfilled al} the duties of a Christian; and refunded in alms to 
the poor a portion of his capital, arnounting to at Jeast 4000 rix dol- 
lars. Finally, as a political character, he made his exact returns of 
household ; paid all due imposts; and at every public meeting, 
epoke conformably to the interests of the Canton, and voted accord- 
ing to his conscience. But Scheneider did not conceal from himself, 
that his station as a man thus drawing on his country for his capi- 
tal, carried on for fifty years, would occasion at his death a check to 
the national wealth of Switzerland ; his honest heart was therefore 
occupied with devising means of producing ; it was enough for his 
feelings that he left to his fellow citizons a great example of the 
power of credit, he wished also to create, or improve a branch of 
national industry, and for this purpose determined to travel. His 
attention was arrested by the Valley of Gruyeres, and he remarked 
the beauty of the cows: he observed their independent life in the 
midst of fat pastures ; he inquired and learned from the herdsmen 
of Bulle that the herbage of Gruyeres so arded the udder of the 
cows, that they produced six-times the usual quantities of milk.— 
He saw that their products varied with the seasons ; that in spring 
they would yield twenty-four pints of milk each cow, twelve in sum- 
mer and six in autumoa ; whilst fitting economy suggested thay he 
should forbear to milk during the three months of winter. Sof.nei- 
der undertoek the management ofa flock, and from his abundant 
supplies conceived the glorious thought of that celebrated cheese, 
which the Old and New Word now consume with delight under the 
distingu ished appellation of Gruyeres cheese. Soon herdsmen and 
cattle filled the tertile vale, and making cheese occupied all the in- 
habitants. Thus did Schneider pay his debt to his conntry, or ra- 
ther was entitled to draw upon it fora double or even triple capi- 
4a! ; and thus, too, he rendered the universe tributary to a humble 
valley of Switzerland ! 

Ought he new to have felt a shadow of a shade of a scruple of | 
@rawing ov his country for his allowunce of 4000 rix-dollars annu- 
elly? Assuredly not. Thus then the excellent Schneider saw his 
end and bankruptcy approach without perturbation. As he died 
with a clear and unsulled conscience, be was desirous of declaring 
with his own lips his honorab!e failure, and not leaving to the sya- 
dic the care of calling his creditors together. He employed the 
last days of his exemplary life in putting his house and cash-boeks 
in order ; and having cast upal! his accounts and adjusted his ba- 
lance, he found that he owed 389,722 rix dollars, inclusive of inte- 
rest for fifty years, and his creditors were upwards of three hundred. 
He assembled them on the 4th of January 1720. They were igno- 
vant‘of Schneider’s intentions, but such was their regard for, and 
confidence in, thie excellent person, that not one of them was ab- 
ent from the convocation. Schneider was conveyed in his bed to 
Sie hall: his bill book on his left hand, his cash journal on his right ;

COMETS. 

The manner of aseertaining the course of a comet, and indeed 
of any other body in the heavens, is to observe its situation at pe- 
riodical times, as from week to week, or from month to month. If 
then you placea succession of spots on the celestial globe, repre- 
senting the different situations of the comet when ooserved, and 
then pass a thread from spot to spot, and continue that thread round 
the globe, you obtain the apparent course of the comet through the 
heavens, for however eliptical the course of a comet may be, it will 
always appear to describe a circle. The course thus marked, is 
called the apparent course, because it is ite course as seen from the 
earth only, whereas its real course is that which is seen from the 
sun, round which, and not round the earth, every comet which has 
yet been observed is knowntorevolve. The real situation of a co- 
met is, then, its situation as seen from the sun; and this cannot be 
obtained without first getting at its distance from the sun at differ- | 





ent points of its orvit, but especially at its perihelion, that is, the | 
nearest distance of the comet from the sun, and at its nodes, which 
is the situation of the comet when onthe ecliptic or circle in which 
the earth moves, and in which the sun appears to move. When 
a planet or comet is said to be on the ecliptic, or in one of its | 
nodeg, it merely means that it is in the plane of the ecliptic, and by | 
the plane you are to understand the surface if the ring or circle in 
which the earth moves was filled up. Thus when the moon eclip- 
res the centre of the sun, or passes through the centre of the earth’s 
shadow, the moon is then in her node, or in the plane of the eclip- 
tic, or on the ecliptic, as it is generally expressed, becanse it appears 
from the earth to be exactly in the same part of the heavens as the 
sun ina solar eclipse, aud in exactly an opposite part in an eclipse 
of the moon; yetit is millions of miles in the one situation from 
the sun, and thousands of miles from the earth in the other situa 
tion. A planet or comet, then, may be in the ecliptic, without be 
ing near the earth. 

To obtain the distance of a comet or of a planet, let it be ob- 
served from two different situations on the earth, and if very near 
to the earth, the comet will appear in very different parts of the 
heavens to the different spectators. If the comet is far from the 
earth, the difference in its situation will be less and less, according 
to its disturbance from the earth, til] at length it will entirely va- 
nish. This difference in situation is called parallax. The moon 
has the greatest parallax; the sun a very small one, and the fixed 
starsnone. The experiment may be tried in your parlor, for place 
a chair in the middle of your room, and observe its bearing or di- 
section from two different corners, and the chair will appear in the 
direction of the opposite corners ; then remove the chair toa great- 
er distance and observe it as before, and you will refer its situation 
to the opposite side ef the room, but not in the corners ; and if the 
chair be removed very near the opposite wall, the difference in situ- 
ation will be very little, and this difference in situation represents

real courseinthe heavens. Thus, when the comet is on the eclip- 
tic, it will then be in the same plane as the earth and sun, then to 
obtain its true place and distance, draw a large circle to represent 
the ecliptic in the heavens, place a spot in the centreto represent 
the sun, round which draw a small! circle to represent the earth’s 
orbit; divide each of these circles into 12 parts, by lines drawn 
from the centre, and these divisions will represent the 12 signs of 
the Zodiac. Make a spot forthe earth on the small circle in its 
proper sign, according to the day of the morth, and then draw a 
line from the spot representing the earth, in the direction or to- 
wards the sign in the large ¢ircle in which the comet appears, lay 
off the distance on this line,as previously ascertained by parallax ; 
that is, if the comet is half the distance from the earth that the 
earth is from the sun, make this line half the distance of the small 
circle from the centre, and mark the spot for the comet at the end 
ofthat line; then diaw a line from the centre spot or sun through 
the mark for the coinet till it meet the large circle. and that will 
point out the sign in the heavens in which the comet will appear as 
scen from the sun, or its proper place in the heavens. I will also

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

Inthe House, Mr. Verplanck, from the Committee of Ways and 
Means, reported a bill reappropriating certain unexpended balan-

Committee of the Whole on tha state of the Union. Various pri- 
vate bills, also were reported by Messrs. Muhlenberg, Drayton, 
Evans, of Maine, Svtherland and Lansing, from their respective 
committees, and read twice and referred to a Committee of the 
Whole House.

Sulphur in trees.—One of your correspondents inquires whether 
any one has ever tried to drive caterpillars or insects from fruit 
trees by putting sulphur or brimstone in the body. I'll tell you 
what I once did. I hada fine thrifty young weeping willow about 
three inches in diameter. Soon after leaving out in the spring, it 
became thickly covered on all the new ae branches with green 
aphis or plant louse ; so much so that it could not grow at all, and 
I was apprehensive that the tree wonld be nearly if not quite de- 
stroyed. The little rascally black and red pismires were contin- 
ually travelling myeee down the trunk and branches of the tree in 

reat numbers. With a half inch auger | bored the tree, say five 

eet from the ground, about three fourths through the body. T then 
put in and filled as —— as possible the hole to within half an 
inch of the outside, with brimstone ; made a plug of wood, drove it 
in tight, and cut it smooth to the bark. In three days, the whole 
concern, aphis and pismires, abandoned the tree. It immediately 
threw out its young shoots, and grew luxuriantly; the new bark 
closed over the plug, and the tree was no more attacked that year. 
It was several years ago, and the tree is now a fine largeone. This 
isthe only experiment of the kind I ever tried, and | imputed all
